Canton and Nanchang have been 
in Japanese hands since 1938, 
COLUMN. INTERCEPTED 

In the Hunan battle zone, north- 
east of Changsha, a Japanese col- 
umn moving south from Yochow, 
on the northeastern shore of Tung- 
ting lake, to relieve forces trapped 
on the south bank of the Milo river, 
was intercepted by a Chinese force 
which, according to Chinese dis- 
patches, captured. the Japanese 
headquarters. 

_The Chinese sir force, born of 
a long struggle to challenge the 
Japanese in the skies, was active 
also on the Hunan front, it was 
said, dropping bombs on pockets 
of the enemy along the Milo 
river, 

The assault on Canton was the 
most striking feature of the new 
Chinese action, The Chinese went 
on the offensive near that Metro- 
polis when the Japanese declared 
war on Britain and started their 
thrust southward through the Kow- 
Joon peninsula toward the crown 
colony of Hong Kong. 

OFFENSIVE CONTINUES 

Hong Kong surrendered on 
Christmas Day but the Chinese 
offensive eontinued, the greatest 
pressure shifting from the south to 
the north and northeast of Canton 
where the Chinese operated in two 
columns.

While there was no announce- 
ment covering the fate of all these 
men, the navy said that of the ori- 
ginal aviation force of 12 officers 
and 49 enlisted men, 19 enlisted 
men and eight officers were still 
on duty by Dec. 20. Of these, four 
enlisted men and two officers were 
wounded but still on duty. 

The navy's communique also an- 
nounced that President Roosevelt 
had cited the defence of Wake is- 
land as one which, fought “against 
an ‘overwhelming superiority of 
enemy air, sea and land attacks 
from Dec. 8 to 22, 1941, has been 
noted with admiration by their 
fellow countrymen and the civil- 
ized world, and will not be forgot- 
ten so long as gallantry and hero- 
ism are respected and honored.”

The components of mighty 
Singapore are three—a city, an 
island and a naval base. 

The first two are typical of any 
tropical region. The base makes 
the difference. Because of it Sin- 
gapore’s importance to the Allies 
at war becomes almost terrifying. 

This naval establishment com- 
mands the one spot in the entire 
Far East that accurately can be 
called a main crossroads—the 
point where trade routes from 
Oceania and Australia join those 
from India, the Mid-East, Europe 
and Africa, Almost equally im- 
portant, it is in position to say 
just who may tap the extensive 
tin mines and rubber plantations 
of Malaya, the oil of the Indies. 

Singapore's destiny as guar- 
dian of such treasures was deter- 
mined in 1925 when Britain began 
construction of the base. In 18 
years’ time $150,000,000 was pour- 
ed into it; today its four square 
miles hold the most complex in- 
dustrial unit in the Far East 
outside of Japan.

The assortment of machine 
shops,. giant cranes, drydocks, 
and underground fue] and muni- 
tions depots lies on the island's 
north shore, across the Strait of 
Johore from the Malayan main- 
land. In its keeping are some 22 
miles of sheltered deep water 
anchorage, enough for the entire 
British or American fleet; a float- 
ing drydock sufficient to hold a 
55,000-ton battleship; an intricate 
railroad network; several hun- 
dred acres of fuel tanks. 

The base, in short, has every- 
thing needed to service a fleet 
as fast and as completely as any 
place in England or the United 
States.

Pillboxes and machine gun 
nests have heen secreted so 
cleverly. along the island's 
woody eastern and southern 
coastline that visitors can walk 
within a few feet of them with- 
out detecting the placements. 
To most military and naval 
experts Singapore is impreg- 
nable to attack by sea. 

An R.A-F. base, adjacent to the 
naval yard, bristles today with 
Hudson bombers, long-range Ca- 
talinas, speedy Buffalo Brewsters 
and other fighting craft, giving 
the island a foundation for air 
power of great proportions. A 
civil airport near the city fits into 
the defence plan, several smaller 
fields are hidden in the island's 
225 square miles of lush tropical 
growth.

The dense leafy canopy of rub- 
ber trees on the island's planta- 

tions also plays an important part 
in Singapore defence. Hidden from 
the eyes of raiding Japanese air- 
craft are thousands of deployed 
ground troops—Aussies and New 
Zealanders, Malayans and In- 
dians, Burmese and Chinese, 
Sikhs and Gurkhas 

Winding across the island to 
the Strait of Johore and thence 
northward all the way to Bang- 
kok is a well constructed rail- 
road; two excellent highways 
likewise span it, one of them 
wide enough to bear four motor 
lorries abreast. A solid cause- 
way provides the only link to 
the mainland. Heavily mined, it

EXPERIENCED GAS 

All five miners said they had 
experienced gas in the mine at 
various times, and that they had 
complained about it to fire bosses, 
pit bosses or other officials. 

Section 139, subsection 17, of the 
Mines Act afd its accompanying 
regulations, as revised by the Al- 
berta legislature in 1939, says in 
part; 

“After a shot has been fired, 
the shot-lighter shall inspect the 
place to ascertain if the work 
can be safely resumed and, if 
necessary, shall take steps to 
have the place made safe before 
any more work is done.” 

The previous subsection, referring 
to the necessity of similar examin- 
ations before the shots are fired says 
the shot-lighter “shall not fire the 
shot unless he finds it safe to do so, 
and ao shot shall be fired if gas is 


detected in such quantities as to 
make it unsafe to do so.”

THREAT TO NAZIS 

The exact position of the lines in 
either sector is not determinable. 

That the Nazis have already 
raised the siege of Sevastapol to 
meet the double threat in their 
rear is clear. The long-be- 
leaguered Red garrison of the 
big Black Sea naval base has 
taken the offensive, breaking out 
of the relaxed slege ring to harry 
retreating Nazi forces. 

A Russian thrust westward south- 
west of Kaluga to Meshchovsk in 
the Moscow area is No less threat- 
ening to the powerful German force 
in the Moshaisk bulge. It appears 
to have been a by-passing operation 
along the secondary highway con- 
necting Kaluga and Meshchovsk. 
Just south of that break, German 
forces were last reported strongly 
resisting Red advances along the 
Mozelsk-Smolensk railroad at Suk- 
linichi junction,

At Meshchovsk the Russians are 
within close reach of the Rjhev- 
Vyazma-Bryansk general jine upon 
which it has been indicated the 
Germans hoped to halt for the win.

FUTURE ORGANIZATION 

“It is therefore wholly desirable 
that the future organization of Ei r- 
ope should, even while the war is 
in progress. be earnestly considered 
and discussed by British and Rus- 
sian statesmen and not, of course, 
exclusively by them, , . , The work 
of building up the new Europe im- 
plies both a military and economic 
organization and calls for states- 
manship of a high order. 

“Nor would it be prudent to as- 
sume that either British or Rus- 
sian opinion will wholly endorse 
what may be called the old- 
fashioned diplomatic view ex- 
pressed by Eden on Sunday—that 
the interna} government of a 
country has no necemary bear- 
ing on international policy. 1¢ ts, 
at any rate, clear that no govern- 
ment which insists on pursuing an 
exclusive and self-regarding mili- 
tary and economic policy and re- 
Jects international co-operation 
which up to now has been clearly 
revealed as indispensable to he 
security of all, can henceforth be 
8 good neighbor or a good mem- 
ber of the European community.” 

Nothing solid is: being said about 
the specific decision taken by Eden 
and Premier Josef V. Stalin in their 
talks. All the British do is to deny 
“foolish and transparent stories” to 
the effect that the British promised 
Russia the Dardanelles, 

Yet it is evident that specific de- 
Cisions were taken and it is not hard 
to guess what they may have been, 
As pointed out in the Chicago Daily 
News last week, there is no reason 
to believe that the Russians have 
qualified their strategic, ethono- 
graphical or political demands in 
respect to Finland. the Baltic states 
and Rumania. Thus, they might 
normally be expected to have in- 
sisted upon all formerly Finnish 
territory that they held before last 
June's German attack, plus Pet- 
Bune; the Baltic states and Bessar- 
abia. 


FRONTIER PACT ° 

Nor is there any evident reason’ 
why the British should have quib- 
bled with them over those demands. 
In the case of Poland the under- 
standing here has been that the Pre- 
mier of Poland-in-exile, Gen, Wlad- 
islaw Sikorski, and Stalin came to 
an agreement some time ago. It is 
thought that the future Russo- 
Polish frontier upon which they are 
reported to have agreed would 
roughly follow the old Curzon line.

Naturally the pattern of the war 
effort decided upon will decisively 
affect the ultimate decision, If Can- 
ada can make her greatest contrib- 
ution in war industry, raw mater- 
ials and foodstuffs, then expansion 
will take place in these activities 
and there will consequently have 
to be a limit on military manpower. 

Undoubtedly the visit of Rt. Hon. 
Winston Churchill. did much to 
clarify the cabinet discussions, The 
supreme need for airmen and naval 
personnel goes without saying. Both 
services will rate top in any long- 
term war plan. 

INDUSTRY EMPHASIZED 

Apparently Mr. Churchill placed 
the strongest emphasis, after air 
force and navy, on industrial ¢x- 
pansion. The most urgent and un- 
limited demand is for ships—cargo 
and naval. Without ships and the 
navy to protect them, progress to- 
wards victory will be hampered.| 
Next comes tanks and guns and 
other essential equipment. 

‘The big army idea—which it 
is presumed Iles back of much of 
the conscription agitation — got 
small support. 

Therefore, it should not be as- 
sumed even if conscription comes, 
that it wil] mesn a big army. It 
might be applied but, after we have) 
conscription, the army might have! 
to be reduced to conform to the 
larger plan. Conscripiion is being 

considered by the cabinet more in 
termg of national unity than as a 
means of increasing army establish- 
ment. It is recognized that at some 
point it may be a greater menace 
to unity not to have conscription 
than to have it. 

As to how conscription can be 
brought about, the prevaiilng view 
is that outright adoption is im- 
possible. 

NOT LIKELY SOON 

Mr, King has repeatedly said that 
the decision on conscription must} 
go to the people. This is generally 
taken to mean a referendum but 
it would be most surprising if Mr- 
King made any announcement in 
advance of receiving the manpower 
and selective service studies and 
of the five by-elections on Feb. 9. 

Such an announcement will come. 
it is believed, only when the in- 
formation is complete and the by- 
elections out of the way. In this 
regard, however, it is plain that 
there is considerable support in 
Quebec for the referendum solution 
which is directly in line with the 
Laurier-Lapointe policy of 1917. In 
calling for a referendum it may also 
be assumed that the government 
would ask to be released from all 
restrictions on our war activity— 
which would mean asking for con- 
scription. 

Couplea with the foregoing is 
the equally vital question of the 
extent to which shortages of steel 

and other essentials might pre- 
vent expansion of war industry. 
If we cannot greatly expand in- 
dustry, the opposition to a big 
army program would tend to dis- 
appear. 

Bearing all these factors in mind 
it is obviously untrue to say that 
any decision has been made with 
respect to conscription or National 
Selective Service. A further period 
of study seems certain with the de- 
cision coming in the latter half of 
February.

More than 500 men applied in two 
days for enlistment in the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force, at the recruiting sta- 
tion here.

From the Crimea to Finland the 
Russian forces are on the offensive. 
Berlin admits this. Moscow puts the 
fact beyond dispute by naming the 
places re-occupied day by day. As yet 
there are no signs that the drive is 
losing momentum, nor that the enemy 
is beginning to stick. Kharkov, the 
southern anchor of the defence line to 
which Berlin has suggested the Nazi 
forces were retiring, is apparently al- 
ready flanked; Vyazma, a_ pivotal 
point in the centre, threatened; and the 
northern anchor doubtfully tenable. 
That the line can be held anywhere is 
by no means sure. 

Immediately, the developments on 
the two ends of the long front are more 
important than the steady enlargement 
of the westward bulge at the centre. 
The recapture of the whole Crimea, 
which seems imminent, will end the 
Fuehrer’s hopes of thrusting eastward 
to the Caucasus oil fields. Breaking 
the Finnish-Nazi grip in the north, 
which Helsinki admits has been par- 
tially accomplished, will free the rail- 
way line to Murmansk and facilitate 
the movement of war supplies through 
that northern port, 


Not forgetting the uncertainty of | 


war and the resourcefulness of a tricky 
and powerful enemy, the Russians 
seem in a fair way to sweep the invad- 
ers clear of their country before the 
snows melt. 


Protective Control 


For the time being, it is anaounced, 
price contro] regulations will not be 
applied to vegetables and fruit. These 
commodities being plentiful, the as- 
sumption is that competition will pre- 
vent prices soaring unjustlfiably.

What followed is well known; Man- 
ila, the open city where there were no

This of course is in the best Hitler 
tradition, as well as in line with the 
procedure followed in China. To allay 
the suspicions of intended victims, 
then blow them to pieces with bombs 
and mow them down with bullets; such 
is the characteristic Axis plan of mak- 
ing “war”. It was done in the case of 
Albania, of Poland, of Russia, of the 
Low countries. In the Philippines the 
Japanese are attesting their fidelity to 
the basic brutality upon which they in 
China and their associates on the other 
side of the world have depended for 
success. 

How would it be possible to make a 
“negotiated peace” with governments 
which thus make treachery their work- 
ing rule? How could any confidence 
be placed in their volnntary observance 
of treaty undertakings? The aggres- 
sor states, severally and collectively, 
have made that impossible. They have 
proclaimed to the world that their word 
is worthless, and proved it. The war 
against them will have to be a war to 
a finish—their finish as states power- 
ful enough to be dangerous. To defeat 
them is not enough; they must be de- 
stroyed as actual and potential military 
powers. By no other course can secur- 
ity be established. 


A Finnish spokesman said it was 
“not possible at present to make any 
official pronouncement” on_ the cor- 
rectness of the report that Finland is 
now disposed to make peace with Rus- 
sia. If this is supposed to be a denial 
of the report, that meaning has to be 
read into it.

The temptation is strong to believe 
reports of trouble in the enemy camp. 
But the reports of a rift between Herr 
Hitler and his generals are too many 
and too circumstantial to be altogether 
ignored. There certainly was a reason 
for the dismissal of Brauchitsch, and 
the only probable reason for that gives 
credence also to the supposed dis- 
missals of a half-dozen more of the 
men who won the Fuehrer’s victories 
and made him master of western 
Europe. If Brauchitsch deserved to be 
dismissed because the Russian cam- 
paign back-fired, the others who have 
been named in dispatches deserved to 
be retired for the same reason.

Probability of German Revolution “ 


Is Both Remote and 


Dangerous

There is a story current in London that 
Hitler is fearful of the resentment of the 
generals he has dismissed. He is said to be 
so apprehensive of a revolt headed by the 
military caste that he has instructed the 
Nazis to set up guns in Berlin and other 
German cities to quell a possible hl Ata 
If this tale about the guns is true, it 
possible the Nazi jokers 
are pulling our legs, On 
the other hand, it is pos- 


sible they are fooling 
themselves, 
Nevertheless, strange 


things are done by des- 
perate populations, And 
doubtless the Germans 
have felt the first frantie 
waves of desperation. 

The casualties in Rus- 
sia must have brought 
anger and a sense of fu- 
tility into hundreds of 
thousands of German households. 

Disease, too, is making its appearance 
among German people who have been 
starved and impoverished for the sake of 
feeding and clothing the vast German 
armies, 

Disgust, apprehension, remorse and 
irritation are doubtless growing through- 
out Germany. These may lead the people 
to do irrational things, 

But the questions to ask ourselves are | 
these: 

What would a revolution led by the 
dismissed generals do for the German 
people? What would it do for us? 


From the Frying Pan 


Should popular protest in Germany 
follow a logical path, which popular pro- 
test seldom does, a revolution against 
Hitler to promote the military caste to 
power would represent a fatal jump from 
the frying pan to the fire. 

There is no doubt that the Prussian 
militaristic junkers have always disliked 
Hitler and his Nazi parvenus, They have 
supported him for a two-fold purpose: 

1. As an alternative to a Communist 
movement which, in their eyes, would be 
much worse than the Nazi movement. 

2. In order to -keep themselves and 
their own ambitions from being stifled in 
the peaceful aspirations of pure republic- 
anism. 

In short, the Prussian military class has 
used Hitler for its own purpose, 

Its own purpose is this: 

To restore imperial Germany and 
kaiserism and all the pretentious am- 
bitions for which kaiserism stands. 

Since kaiserism is exactly the same 
thing as Hitlerism, it is hard to see what 
the. Germans would gain by promoting 
such a change. 

It is true that the Prussian military 
class might induce the German people to

overthrow Hitler by promising them 
peace. This would probably appeal to 
the unthinking masses who would not be 
aware that such a peace would only be a 
breathing spell to prepare for another 


| and more vicious onslaught on the world. 


Some _ thoughtful rmans, perhaps, 
would still like to gamble on Hitler’s prom- 
iseés. For complete German mastery of 
Europe and ownership of all European 
industry is a fairly fat. and attractive stake 
to wager against a repetition of those lean 
years which followed the last war. 

And even though distress is rampant 
in Germany, it is doubtful if the propa- 
ganda and censorship departments have 
allowed much actual distrust of Hitler 
to develop, 

To millions, the effect of the lightning 
thrusts at France, the Low Countries and 
the Balkans is still powerful. To millions, 
he is stil] the miracle man. 

They may consider he is slightly insane 
for firing his best military men. But they 
thought he was insane from the beginning. 
They have come to lean rather heavily 
upon his insanity, 

Whether they would be willing to sur- 
render the fantastic hopes based on the 
wild promises of this supernaturally lucky 
madman in favor of the tender mercies 
of their enemies, at this point, is to be 
much doubted. 

They have been taught to believe that 
our mercy is in the same class as their own 
and that peace without victory would 
mean savage economic reprisals, 


Menace to Us 


If the Germans’ understood our psy- 
chology better they would entertain no 
Such apprehensions, 

More in sorrow than in anger, one must 
Tegretfully feel that if a group of cold- 
eyed Prussian junkers approached us to- 
morrow, suing for peace, our sentimen- 
talists would rise in their sticky sentiment 
and break into tears upon the German 
shoulder and promise sobbingly to forgive 
and forget. 

We did it after the last war. 
would doubtless do it again. 

This is the great danger of a premature 

peace. This is the menace in any nego- 
tiated peace. 
__ The war can only be ended satisfactor- 
ily in a military mood. If we come to 
terms, without finishing the military job, 
we will deal with the guilty Germans in 
the haze of such a stupendous emotional 
hangover that we are likely to give them 
anything—until they caught their second 
wind and attacked us again. 

Nor is there any guarantee that in the 
interval of the false peace we ourselves 
would enhance our military preparedness. 

The chances are that we would slump 
back into that dangerously opiate con- 
dition which prevailed among us between 
1918 and 1938. 

A premature peace is the worst thing 
that could happen to us. And an army 
revolt against Hitler would permit just 
Such a disaster,

Churchill: Superb Showman | 


All Great Leaders Have Displayed 


Strong Theatrical Sense 
in Appearances 


FROM THE OTTAWA JOURNAL 

One of the great things about Winston 
Churchill, telling his insight into the heart 
of humanity, and also of his understanding 
of the needs of democracy, Is his capacity 
for showmanship, The man fs a great 
actor, And he is great “theatre” not be- 
cause of a cheap vanity but because he 
realizes that most men, in their hearts, dis- 
like the prosaic and worship color and 
glamor. The Nazis, to give devils their 
due, discovered this early; put over their 
creed with swastikas and banners and @ ; 
mixture of color and ritual and mumbo- 
jumbo, 

Tt may well be that, in the years after 
the First Great War, we tried to make 
democracy too prosaic; too dull. We were 
under the spell of the young intellectuals 
who set out to show their shell-shocked 
elders that the world could be run by 
science, that if we had enough statistics 
and charts and graphs we could forget 
things that nourish and sustain man’s soul 
and feed his imagination. It was the era 
of “planning,” of “realism,” of thumbs 
down for the old truths and ideas that 
were merely “old-fashioned.” 

Perhaps we weren't as realistic or as 
wise as we thought. For what most history 
teaches is that man does not live by bread 
alone, that dry-as-dust charts and graphs 
and statistics, necessary though they be, 
can never rally men to high endeavor; and 
that the men of the past who fashioned 
government and even Christianity with 
something of ritual and color were not 
fools; that, on the contrary, they wove into 
men's souls and imaginations traditions 
and memories that serve a great purnose, 

Mr, Churchill, with his deep knowledge 
of hirt-rv ard men, takes us beck to the | 
days of the “chieftain”; recalls for us the | 


great age of Elizabeth and the exploits of | 
the Drakes and the Rodneys, In a word, 
he gives us adventure, color, glamor, 
something to fight and to cheer for. No one 
who saw him as he strode into Ottawa on 
Monday could see other than the great 
showman, the man who knew that he must 
play a part and could play it superbly. 
Churchill the leader. The Chief of his 
people, 

Gladstone had something of this show- 
manship, and Disraeli, and Lloyd George 
and Laurier, The G.O.M, with his oratory 
Swaying the multitudes—‘I am buckling 
on my armor”; Disraeli with his foppish- 
ness and his oddities and his love for the 
Oriental; Lloyd George with his great 
white mane and his verve and dash and 
romantic similes; Laurier with his pictur- 
esqueness and crying “follow my white 
plume”—all were showmen incarnate. 
Showmen because they understood what 
democracy is about. Showmen because 
of their insight into man’s heart and mind. 

Perhaps it is high fortune for democ- 
racy at this time that it is led by two men 
who are in the “chieftain” mould; two 
men—Winston Churchill and Franklin 
Roosevelt—who are great showmen and 
have the historic touch. For most of us 
their names have become slogans, great 
war cries; names to win admiration and 
affection and deep devotion—to summon 
me cone of democracy into battle un- 
afraid,

Soviet Union, the New Life movement in 
China, whose essence is co-operative econ- 
omics, and the stubborn will in America to 
defend individual freedom together with 
American federalism do not exclude each 
other, All are needed, in new integra- 
tions and new interpretations, for a society 
that satisfies the modern man. 

It is impossible for govrenments to 
build a new society or even envision it by 
agreements between themselves. Govern- 
ments can create a frame to be filled with 
content. But they cannot supply the con- 
tent. That can only be supplied by the 
people. And if the people accept the frame, 
mistaking the shadow for the substance, 
they are doomed to the most bitter dis- 
illusionment, 


New Movement 


Unless we are to assume that state- 
ments of governments and military vic- 
tories in themselves bring about the re- 
sults that all desire—a thesis that no one 
who lived through the last war will accept 
—and if we are truly to pursue this war 
on an international scale, as we are forced 
to do by the global concepts of our ene- 
mies, then we, and by we I mean all the 
free and conscious groups in society, must 
consider the aims of the war as primary 
to the prosecution of the war. 

That implies an international move- 
ment —a movement of peoples — that 
translates national freedom, international 
economies, planned use of resources, and 
the spirit of brotherhood, into terms that 
can be understood by the last Chinese 
coolie, or Japanese coolie, or German mine 
worker, 

Such a movement cannot be “set up” 
like a bureaucratic agency. It must be 
created, out of brains, analysis, discussion, 
finding points of agreement and points of 
difference, and seeing what amount of 
tolerance is compatible with essential 
unity between overwhelming majorities in 
all our countries. 

Struggle of Peoples 

Since this war is a struggle of peoples 
to live their physical, spiritual, and intel- 
lectual lives according to standards 
acceptable to themselves — which is the 
essence of self-government—the unremit- 
ting and candid discussion of the issues of 
the war is essential, not only within coun- 
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tries but between them, and not only in 
newspaper articles and books but in meet- 
ings of the people. 

Modern wars cannot be fought merely 
by armies and blind obedience, but under 
the elan of mobilized nations, permeated 
with ideas—ideas which give significance 
and nobility to every sacrifice. And such 
ideas cannot be “handed out” by a central 
government office, “sold” by propaganda; 
they have to be discovered by the people 
in their own minds, under the stimulation 
of the natural leaders in every community 
and group. 

The translation of formal agreements 
between governments into profound un- 
derstandings between peoples is a tran- 
scendant task of this war, and can shorten 
it by years.

Talk Compulsory Savings 


Prosperity May Have Bad Effect * some measure of the increase in income 


If Surplus Money Is 
Not Employed 
By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA.—The statement being is- 
sued almost daily by the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board should serve as constant 
reminders of the endless problems involv- 
ed in enforcing the universal price ceiling. 

As the administration proceeds, several 
facts are assuming importance. ; 

The price ceiling is an anti-inflation 
measure. If it were not for the ceiling, 
the torrent of purchasing power now loose 
in the country would drive prices upward 
swiftly. And once the spiral of higher 
prices, higher costs of living, higher wages, 
higher costs, higher prices—once this 
spiral got underway, it would be extreme- 
ly difficult to stop. 

The price ceiling is like a dam behind 
which the water (spendable income in the 
hands of citizens) keeps on mounting. At 
the moment, the cry is to fill in the chinks 
in the dam. to strengthen the structure. 
But an indispensible aid to maintaining 
the dam is to draw off the water which 
threatens it and the best way of doing 
this is by some form of compulsory sav- 
ings which will reduce the amount of 
money available to be spent. This, it is 
pointed out, is the natural corrective and 
should not be confused with rationing 
which is a device for distributing fairly, 
goods which, owing to the greatly increas- 
ed demand, are becoming scarce. Ration- 
ing, although necessary, does not touch 
the heart of the problem. 


Dangerous Prosperity 


Unless compulsory savings are adopted 
many ill-consequences of prosperity may 
arise. The most serious, perhaps, might 
be absenteeism. Workers will take time 
off, since they do not lack money, and in 
doing so will reduce prodyction and raise 
manufacturing costs, thus increasing the 
pressure on the prices ceiling and reduc- 
ing war output. 

It is pointed out here that practically 
all of the increased purchasing power now 
in the hands of the public is held by 
people who earn less than $2,000 per year, 
People with incomes of more than $2,000 
per year have been taxed so heavily that 
they are worse off than before the war. 


since 1989 may be gaind from the fact 
that national income has risen from about 
$3,800 millions to $5,950 millions and that 
two-thirds of the increase of $2,150 mil- 
lions is going to those with annual earn- 
ings of $2,000 and less. 

While the need for compulsory savings 
is recognized in a general way, there are 
said to be difficulties in the way of adop- 
tion. From the practical point of view, as 
distinct from the theoretical, the officials 
are said to have failed to hit on any prac- 
tical scheme. This seems rather silly, at 
first though, but the argument is that no 
one would advocate compulsory savings at 
a higher rate than 5 per cent. Basing es- 
timates on the present national defence 
tax it is argued that the yield would be 
comparatively small. And it is felt that 
the sale of savings certificates would be 
hurt, thus reducing the net gain. 

Insistence on compulsory savings comes 
from those who are concerned chiefly with 
the enforcement of the prices ceiling. 
Compulsory savings as a means of raising 
money appears not to be a major factor in 
the official mind. 


Pressure on Prices 


To relieve the pressure on prices there 
are other important though secondary 
policies which are being considered. 

There are strict laws against dumping 
but if any country cared to dump goods 
in Canada today—to enlarge stocks to be 
sold—Ottawa would cheer lustily. The 
anti-dump laws, therefore, may be sus- 
pended for the duration, 

In June, 1940, a war exchange tax of 
10 per cent was imposed on non-British 
imports. This was an exchange control 
measure but direct controls have now de- 
veloped to a point where this tax could 
probably be rescinded. Gains in imports 
of consumers goods might well result. Like- 
wise the remaining tariff against British 
goods could come off, leaving British ex- 
porters a wide-open market if they are 
able to increase shipments. 

Thus, the two lines of policy best cal- 
culated to aid the success of the prices 
ceiling, which itself does nothing to re- 
duce purchasing power, are to drain the 
surplus spendable income into the na- 
tional war chest and to do everything not 
inconsistent with the maximum war effort 
to increase supplies of goods to be sold.

Slip Of Memory May Cost 
Whirlaway’s Boss $50,000 


By JACK GUENTHER 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—(BUP)—Letters which are dashed off at odd moments often 
prove to be unexpectedly expensive, particularly if they are read aloud in court, but 
harken to the tale of a letter which cost $50,000 and maybe the all-time championship of 
the turf because it. wasn’t written—by a Mr. Wright. 


The Mr. Wright who didn't » 


write is Warren Wright of Calu- 
met Farm, the address he didn’t 
write to is Hialeah Park, and the 
information which he didn't jot 
dewn was the fact that he wish- 
ed to nominate Whirlaway for 
the $50,000 Widener Cup to be 
run in Florida in March. 

The letter is one which may be 
engraved in turf history as the let- 
ter which topped the first great 
horse of the 1940's short of the 
world’s money winning record. 
Whirlaway can’t run in California 
because the Army has ruled racing 
out and he can't run in Florida be- 
cause his owner didn’t rule him 
in. So he has nowhere to go and 
nothing to do until spring 

If anything that ever has hap- 
nened in racing is ironical, this is 
it, because Warren Wright is famed 
on the turf as a man who gives his 
horses every chance. He nominates 
them for so many races every year 
that he pays as much in dues to 
secretaries of race-tracks as Henry 
Ford does to secretaries of the 
United States treasury 


DIDN’T FORESEE WAR 

But it is a long, long way from 
Arcadia, Calif. to Coral Gables, 
Fla, so Warren Wright didn’t both- 
er to pay Whirlaway’s way to Hia- 
leah. The little red horse was going 
in the big hundred grander at Santa 
Anita for a race that, along with 
anether $10,000 would have won 


him the title of biggest money win- 
ner ever bred. And Wright didn't 
foresee a war. 

So when the bugle blows among 
the palms and flamingoes in Miami 
in March, Whirlaway won't be 
among the thoroughbred celebri- 
ties present and all the old rail- 
birds will shake their heads and 
say that one of the oldest jinxes on 
the turf is back in working order. 
That, of course, is the superstition 
that some sort of disaster eventual. 
ly overtakes every great money 
winner. 


OTHERS FAILED 

The roll call of horses who have 
pursued the all-time record has 
grown long wilh the years and it is 
studded with the names of thous- 
ands of failures. In the past few 
years alone there were dozens of 
beauties who looked like money 
from home—Stagehand, Kayak II, 
War Admiral, Challedon, Johnston, 
Bimelech, Lawrin—but they all 
went down, one way or another, 


Even horses who reached the goal 
had to conquer the equine equiva- 
lent of hell and high water in doing 
it. Phar Lap died after his great- 
est triumph, Sun Beau muffed a 
dozen chances to exceed $500,000, 
and Sea Biscuit finally got up after 
a year of retirement, pumping him 
self along on a game knee and an 
ankle held together with glue. 

Whirlaway is now third among 
world greats. He has won $349,661

From here out his path will be 
shadowed by hundreds of now for- 
gotten heartbreaks and he'll have to 
lcome galloping up the ladder the 
hard way if at all. 

With Santa Anita dark for the 
duration, Whirlaway must turn to 
New York and New England for 
(pickings that are rich, if not soft. 
He can go in the second triple 
crown—the Suburban, Brooklyn 
and Butlérd handicaps—but he'll 
|have to sweep it or grand slam 
the Massachusetts and Narragansett 
to make up lost time, and he'll have 
to buck Market Wise and War 
Relic. 

Maybe he'll get up because he is 
a great horse and he has a great 
trainer in Ben Jones. But while 
ability is on his side, history isn’t. 
If history repeats as it has repeat- 
ed on the turf before, the proud 
sign of “world money winning 
champ” never will be tacked up 
at Calumet Farm—because a little 
red horse who earned $349,661 fail- 
ed to earn a letter.

Jap Paper Sees Probable 
North American Invasion 


TOKYO, Jan. 9.—-(Japan- 


ese broadcast recorded by 


AP)—The Japan Times and 


Advertiser, controlled by the 
foreign office, declared today 


it was within the realm of 
probability “that tbe armed 
forces of this country will 
land on the American contin- 
ent” in the Pacific war. 

Once such a landing were made, 
the newspaper said, “it will be a 
simple matter for a well-trained 
and courageous army to sweep 
everything before it.” 


“Can The United States Be In- 
vaded?” was its heading. 


‘The contention that the United 
States cannot be invaded,” the 
article declared, “is as much a myth 
as that the Maginot Line could not 
be taken, or that Singapore and 
Pear) Harbor are impregnable.” 

Japanese naval craft already 


have carried the war near the 
Golden Gate and air altack alarms 


have sounded in many Pacific coast 
cities, “bringing panic among the 
frightened citizenry,” it said. 

It said British forces had invaded 
the United States in 1812 because 
“the American navy was not strong 
enough” and declared “it will be 
invaded again.” ‘The newspaper's 
premise was an assertion that the 
U.S. Pacific fleet had been badly 


crippled at Pearl Harbor. 

The fall of both the Philippines 
and Singapore was forecast soon. 
After that, the newspaper went 
on, “it will be for us to say when, 
where and how we will strike.” 

“Today, without doubt,” the 

Times and Advertiser said, “Japan 
has the most powerful navy in the 
world and the largest fleet of mer- 
chant vessels and her land forces, 
allied with those of Germany and 
Italy, can crush any combination of 
armies.”

chamber’s annual banquet in the Edmonton club, Thursday ' 


gnight. 


The banquet was attended by 
nearly 100 members of the Cham- 
ber of Mines and several guests 
of honor. Reports of the year's 
activities were also given by John 
Michaels, president, and James 
Walker, treasurer, 

All reports and discussions ‘hat 
followed indicated that the chamber 
had enjoyed one of its most suc- 
cessful years since its creation, six 
years ago, Presidént John Michaels 
expressed appreciation for the as- 
sistance and co-operation received 

during the year from the federal 
and provincia] governments, Mayor 
Fry and the Edmonton council, and 
the administrative council of the 
North-West Territories. 

High tribute was paid by several 
speakers for the “able, efficient and 
co-operative manner” in which Mr 
Drummond had served as secretary- 
manager of the chamber. 

YEAR'S ACTIVITIES 

In reviewing the year's activities 
of the chamber, Mr. Drummond 

showed how the organization had 
been of assistance to the northern 
mining institutions, the northern 
miners, the city business men, and 
the four administrative bodies, in 
acting as an intermediary for north 
ern operations. 

During the year the chamber was 
instrumental in selecting and ship- 
ping to northern mines, 130 skilled

Is $6,479,000 


Showing a huge Increase over 
the volume of the previous year, 
207,654 head of livestock with 
an estimated value of $6,479,000 
were marketed or shipped 
through the Edmonton Stock 
Yards during 1941, it was stated 
in the annual report issued by 
S. W. Sheppard, supervising 
grader for the DomiNion market- 
ing services at the stock yards. 


As compared with 1940, receipts 
show ‘an increase of 33,307 head of 
stock and a gain in total value of 
approximately $1,695,000. 

The total receipts last year ‘i 
estimated values are:— 

Cattle, 75,041; value $4,189,539. 

Calves, 15,263; value $299,154. 

Hogs 101,032; value $1,858,988. 

Sheep, 16,049; value $117,478, 

Horses, 269; value $14,795.

Cattle marketings through the 
year 1941, as reflected by the trade 
at the Edmonton Stock Yards, di- 
rect shipments to packing plants 
and On export, show a marked in- 
crease in values over 1940. Re- 
ceipts were 11 per cent greater and 
the average price approximately 
$7.73 per head above the average 
price in 1940.

The average value of the hogs 
marketed was $18.40 compared 
with $15.54 in 1940, 

Marketings of sheep and lambs 
exceeded 1940 totals by 2,266 head 
and the average price for the year 
of $9 per cwt. was 90 cents per cwt. 
above the 1940 average, Receipts 
were ligh considering the price 
and farmers would be well advised 
to increase the size of their farm 
flocks, Mr. Sheppard said.

Are Over Previous Year’s Total

Indicative of the increased earn- 
ing power of the citizens of Ed- 
monton js the sharp increase in the 
total savings bank deposits in the 
Edmonton post office in 1941, over 
the figures of 1940. 

Deposits increased frora a total of 
71,912 in 1940 to $91,876 in 1941. This 
marks an increase of nearly $20,000. 

Figures issued by the postal au- 
thorities Friday indicate that there 
had been a marked increase in regis- 
tered mail handlings and special de- 
liveries as well, but that C.O.D. and 
insured parcel handlings had de- 
creased during the year. 


INSURED PARCELS 
In 1940 the main branch of the 
Edmonton post office handled 120,« 


$14 insured parcels, compared with 
a total of 109,238 in 1941, 

C.O.D. parcels mailed during last 
year totalled 32,801, as compared 
with 38,425 during 1940. C.O.D. de- 
liveries increased slightly from 3,950 
to 4,007. 

The increase in registered mail 
was evident in all three departments 
with the number of articles mailed 
increasing from 148,486 to 173,756, 
the articles delivered from 260,596 to 
305,315, and the articles handled and 
passed through to outside points 
from 280,275 to 298,53.

healthy at any age. When the ab- 
dominal wall becomes flabby, the 
muscles not only collect fat but are 
incapable of supporting the weight 
of the organs, As a consequence. 
the organs sag and crowd each 
other, This interferes with the cir- 
culation, digestion and elimination 
Aside from the squeezing of the 
organs, the nerve centers are af- 
fected and high blood pressure may 
result 

This mid-section spread is caus- 
ed by slumping and by lack of ex- 
ercise. The average person tends 
to go into a comfortable slump 
when she stands, walks or sits and 

what litle exercise she gets is 
apt to miss these muscles. To 
ad to the trouble, the attempt 
at correction is usually holding 
the stomach in rather than up. 

You can't hold your stomach in. 
It is unnatural and uncomfortable. 
Your rule should be to hold up. 
The upward pull should originate 
with the lower adbominal muscles 
and should extend right on up 
through the chest and the top of 
your head, 

But before you can make a. habit 
of the upward pull in posture, your 
muscular girdle must be strong. 
And since these muscles are most 
important to health, your general 
conditioning program should begin 
in the middle, The exercises need 
not be strenuous nor take more 
than a few minutes but they should 
be done regularly. 

To avoid strain, take your first 
exercises lying flat on the back on 
the floor, knees flexed. soles of feet 
resting on floor. 

From that position, bring alter- 
nate knees to chest as you press the 
small of the back down against the 
floor and pull up and in with the 
lowed abdominal muscles. To avoid 
any possible strain, keep one foot 
on floor as the other knee is 


brought to the chest. Repeat 10 
times, later 20. 
Remaining, in the same position, 


raise feet slightly off the floor and 
spread flexed knees wide apart to 
form a V. Hold for a second, and 
bring knees together. Repeat six 
times, then rest, 

Still in the same starting posi- 
tion, continue to pull up and in with 
the abdominal muscles, raise the 
feet off the floor and alternately 
flex and straighten the legs—rn- 
other way of doing the bicycle ex- 
ercise. Twelve counts will be 
plenty to start with. If,your back 
is not strong it will be wiser for 
you to do that exercise lying on 
the side on the floor and pedalling 

All these exercises should be per- 
formed slowly and accurately.
